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Introductory 

It was originally intended to oonijnle tlie report for 1947-48 in two 
volumes — one for Undivided Bengal for the period 1st April io 14th August. 
1947 and the other for West Bengal only for the period 15th August 1947 
to Jjlst March 1948. In spite of our best eilbrts, facts and figures up to 
14th August 1947 in respect of forests now included in Pakistan could not. 
however, be procured from the Conservator of Forests, East Bengal. The 
idea of a sei)arate volume for part of the year for West Bengal only w’as not, 
therefore, considered necessary and the report for the whole year 1947-48 
has been compiled in the same volume. 

2. Demand for timber increased c^onsiderably and result of auction sale 
was satisfactory. 

3. Movement of timber suffered very considerably due to the partition 
of the province and the connecting Railw'ay lines falling in two dominions, 
as a direcit result of which the coupe purchasers failed to disjmse of their 
timber and outstanding of revenue at the close of the year was heavy. 

4. The shortage of labour handicapped the departmental activities to a 
considerable extent and the consideration of introducing mechanical means 
to augment regeneration and exploitation w'ork became apparent. 

5. The following Post-War Develoj)ment Schemes were undertaken 
during the year under report: — 

Scheme No. 138. — Afforestation in the district of Nadia. 

Scheme No, 139. — Rehabilitation of existing Government forests. 

Scheme No. 140. — Training of technical and other personnel. 

Scheme No. 141. — Conservation of private forests and afforestation of 
private waste land«. 

Scheme No. 142. — Acquisition and afforestation of w^aste lands. 

Scheme No. 143 — Improvement of communication, buildings and water 
supply in Government forests.

CHAPTER I— CONSTITUTION OF STATE FORESTS. 

1. Alteration in Areas (Form No. 7). 

1. Reserved Forests. — ^TLe total area of Reaervod Forests at the end 
of the year was 2,(148 (2,648) square miles of whioh 2,629 sfiuarc miles were 
under the Forest Directorate and 19 square mile« under other Direcitorates 
and Dejiartinents. 

The i.s8ue of the final notidcation under section 20 of the Indian Forest 
Act, 1927, for reservation of 344 59 acres of land in the Xalimjiong: Division 
as mentioned in the previous year^s report was pending at the close of the 
year under report. 

2. Protected Forests. — The area sUkmI at 1(1) square mile in round of 
which 173 acres were under the Forest Directorate and tlie halance, viz., 
370 acres unclear 3^1iliiary Dcqmrtment. 

Tile proposal for the final iransiVr of a plot of land measuring approxi- 
nialely 20-46 acres of the Kalimpong Dcwelojunent Area to the Cinchona 
Directorate*, for a Cinchona Researcdi Station remained to be settled at the 
cdose of the year. 

3. Leased Lands. — The area stood at 1,207 square miles. 

4. There were no Fnclassed State Forests in West Bengal. 

5. The Forest Dirc'ctcuate levied fees on the export of forest produce 
from 3 s([uare miles of Kluis Forests in the Jalpaiguri district. 

6. The projiosals for ac(]iiisition of land for afforestation in the district 
of Nadia which ^were pending at the close of the previous year did not 
mature owing to objections raised hy some ownerwS.

8. The settlement of 0*54 square mile of Dolepcihan Ridge in the 
Kalimpong Forest Division which was pending at the close of the previous 
year remained pending at the close of the year under report. 
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3. Demarcation (Form No. 9). 

9. The total lenj?th of boundaries of Reserved Forests which was 1,740 
miles at the close of the previous year remained unchauf^ed. Seven hundred 
and sixty-four (791) miles of the existins* boundaries were rej>aired at a cost 
of Rs. 8,717 (Rs. 8,432). 

Three miles of boundaries of unsettled State Forests in the Midnapore 
Division were artificially demarcated durinjcy the year at a cost of Rs. 218. 

4. Forest Surveys (Form No. 10). 

10. No special surveys were undertaken by the Survey of India. Local 
surveys by the forest staff were carried out as usual.

The prescri])tions thereof were 
followed as far as praciitiable. 

The prescriptions of the current working ])lans were followed in other 
Divisions as far as circumstances permitted and deviations were sanctioned 
as necessary.

12. No preliminary working plan report was jirepared or submitted 
during the year.

15. A sum of Rs. 4,90,459 (Rs. 3,25,491) was spent on new oonstruc- 
tion of building's of which Rs. 28,052 (Rs. 32,408) were spent on normal 
work and Rs. 4,01,807 (Rs. 2,93,083) on Post-war Reconstruction Projects. 
The expenditure incurred on repairs to buildings amounted to Rs. 97,313 
(Rs. 82,322), of which Rs. 81,473 (Rs. 73,980) were spent on normal work 
and Rs. 15,840 (Rs. 8,330) on Post-war Reconstruction Projects. 

(r) Other works. 

10. The expenditure incurred on other new works amounted to 
Rs. 96,395 (Rs. 27,906), of which Rs. 3,886 (R/s. 2,846) were spent on 
normal work and Rs. 92,509 (Rs. 25,000) on Post-war Reconstruction 
Projects. Rs. 29,370 (Rs. 20,390) were spent on the upkeep of compounds, 
wells, water-pipes, drainages, etc.

The percentage of decrease, as compared with the average of the preced- 
ing three years, was 0*6. The decrease under “Injury to forest by fire’’ is 
attributed to favourable climatic conditions. Tflie increase under 
“Unauthorised felling^ was due to stricter (control over the stealing of forest 
produce. Greater vigilance shown by the staff accounts for the decrease 
under other two categories.

19. The number of cases disposed of during the year was 2,246 involving 
3,602 persons. These include 133 c.ases pending from the previous year. 
One hundred and twenty (*ases remained pending at the close of the year. 

20. Cases taken to court numbered 130 of which 45 cases involving 95 
persons ended in conviction Jind 80 cases remained pending. The punish- 
ment inflicted was on the wliole adequate. 

21. The Divisioual Forest Officers compounded 2,184 (‘.ases involving 
3,502 ])ersons under section 68 of the Indian Forest Af't, 1927. The total 
compensation realised was Us. 21,245 which represents Us. 9-11-8 per case 
and Us. 6-1-0 per person as com])ared with Us. 19,525 or Rs. 8-8-5 per case 
and Us. 4-10-6 per person, respectively, in the previous year. Seventeen 
cases involving 22 persons were let ofi: with warning. 

(h) Fire Infect ion {Form Nos. 14 oik}, 16). 

22. Frotective measures were undertaktui on the same linos ii-s in 
j)revious years, viz., clearing of lines, emjdoymeiit of j)atro)s nnrl eaily 
burning. The area under imdection was 375,007 (375,041) acres. The 
recorded ex])en(liture was Us. 9,934 (Us. 10,048) and the cost per scjuare 
mile was Us. 16-15-3 against Us. 17-2-0 in the ].)revi()us year. 

There were 53 cases of fire which burnt 2,823 acues in the fire protection 
area. Tlie ])ercentage of success was 992 against 99-6 in 1946-47. No 
serious damage was done to the growing stock. 

The Nepal and the Sikkim portions of the frontier fire lines were cleared 
as usual by the respective Durbans. The Darjeeling-Hinialayaii Uailway 
(\)nipany cleared the fire Iraijes above the Tista Valley Uailway line from 
Gielle Khola to Uiaiig. 

(c) Reguldfion of grazing by cattle {Form Nos. 16 atul 17). 

23. As in the jirevious year 2,482 -square miles of forests were entirely 
closed to grazing, 164 square miles were open to grazing of non-browsers 
only throughout the year and 3 square miles for part of the year. 

24. The number of cattle impounded during the year was 2,275 (3,182) 
against 2,848, the average of the i»receding three years. The decrease was 
due to more active measures to prevent the cattle entering the forests. 

Damage by cattle was not seriou-s during the year under report. 

25. The number of cattle stall-fed in the Darjeeling and Kurseong 
DivisionvS was 354 (295). The forest villagers and subordinates were, as 
usual, allowed to stall-fed their cattle within their respective compounds free 
of charge. There w^ere 10 (10) Government bathans in the Darjjeeling 
Division for stall-feeding during the year. In the Darjeeling Division 
monthly permits for collection of fodder for 1,539 (1,175) heads of cattle 
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were also issued during the year under rej)ort. Oi)en grazing was confined 
to the Singalila and Tonglu Ranges and to cattle belonging to Keventer’s 
Farm in Senchal Pasture of the Darjeeling Division. 

(d) Injuries from natural causes and protective measures undertaken. 

26. The damage done and measures undertaken whenever possible for 
the protection of forests against injuries from natural causes are described 
below : — 

(I) Insects. — Seventeen Kiinhu trees of girth between to (V-1" were 

attacked by borers in Badaintani block in the Darjeeling Division. Arrange- 
ments were made to collect spetdmens of insects responsible for the attack 
and to send the same to the Forest Research Institute, Delira Dun, for 
identification. 

(II) Borers and defoliators. — The sal borer {Hoploceramhu.T spinicornis) 
did considerable damage to wind-fallen green sal trees in the Jaljiaiguri ami 
Buxa Divisions. Control measures were adopted as usual. Defoliators did 
a certain amount of damage to jilaniations in the Sukna Range in tlie 
Kurseong Division, litis and walnut trees in older jdantatioiis in the 
Kurseong Range were noticed to have been attacked by borers in some case«. 

(III) Fungi. — K few sal trees were found to have been attacked with 
Polyiiorus shoreac in the Apalchand Range of the dalpaiguri Division and 
in some older jdantations in the Buxa Division. 

tIV) Loranthus. — The jiest continued in almost all the older yilantations 
in the Buxa Dhusion. It was cut out as far as funds permitted. 

(Y) Weeds . — Normal weodings in idantatioiis were carried out. Inva- 
sion of Assamlata (Ihipatoriiim Odoratum) in llie dali>aiguri Division was 
jirofuse wherever there was an opening in the canojiy. 

(VI) (Ihnhers . — Climbers were cut in the usual way according to the 
])rescriptions of the working jilans as far a-s funds permitted, w-ith beneficial 
effect. 

(Yll) Wild animals. — There was the usual damage by wild eleidiants, 
hisons, barking deer, monkeys, pigs and rats. 

(VITI) Earth qvahe . — There was no damage during the year. 

(IX) Land.dips. — Landslips oemirred in many places. Protective works 
of sorts designed to stabilise the land were carried out in difi'ei;<Mit parts with 
good success. The measures consisted of construction of check dams, liiind- 
packed stone walls, walls witli concrete slab over tliem, cross drains, ter- 
racing, plugging cracks and crevices and diverting natural drainages. In 
addition jilanting and -sowing of fast growing tree species were also taken 
up during the year under report, 

(X) Frost. — Frost did considerable damage in younger plantations in 
the Darjeeling and Kurseong Divisions. 

(XI) Snow. — Heavy snow-fall during the winter did some damages to 
younger outslioots in Singalila Range of the Darjeeling Division. 

(XII) Wind and. Cyclone, — A patcli of high forests in South Bholka 5 
and 6 within Bholka Range of the Buxa Division w’ere badly damaged. A 
good lot of sal and other miscellaneous trees were uprooted and tops blown 
off. 

(XIII) Erosion. — In the Buxa Division, Jainti and Phaskhawa blocks 
have been damaged due to change of river course. A patch of about 100 
average class sal trees died being affected by Bala river on 21st mile line

on its eastern bank in Cheko 2. Considerable damage was done to Dbowla 
Bhutangliat road by Turtiiri river. There was some erosion along the 
eastern bank of the Torsa river (‘.auaing damage to the Game Sanctuary and 
to Cliilapata forest as a result of the change of the course of the Torsa. No 
other appreciable damage was noticed in any other IJivision during the 
your under report. One protection hund 920 ft. long was made along the 
north boundary of llanskliali 2 in the Jalpaiguri Division to protect some 
plantations from overflowing by the phel river.

II.— Afforestation and r^eneration (Form No. 18). 

28. AlTorestation w’ork Avas undertaken in the Kalirnpong Division in 
two areas, viz., (?') Development Area Drotec-ted Forests and (//) Dolepchan 
Slip Reserve rom])risiug and 188 ’18 acres respectively. The former 

block is composed of .1(3 small scattered jdots of difl'erent sizes and tbe latter 
is a comi)acl area. 

Ali'orestaliou work started previously were continued during the year 
under report. Tlie details of work carried out in each area are given 
below : — 

(/) Development Area Pi*oteeU^d Forests, — Apart from protective and 
punitive works, tbe raising of plantations by sowing and transjdanting was 
carried out with fast growing species, e.g., saur {lieUda spp,), utis (Alnus 
nepaleftaia), pipli {Bueldandia popidnea), cherry, Indian chestnut and 
Cupressus (laslimeriana, etc. So far an area of 14rl‘27 acres (corrected 
figures) were planted up to date including 22 acres taken up during the 
year under report. The total cost of raising new plantation of 22 acres 
and maintenance of old areas by filling uj) vacancies, raising seedlings in 
nurseries and pay of menials, etc., was lls. 2,402 (lis. 2,303). 

(ii) Dolepchan Slip Reserve. — ^The entire area was planted up previously, 
but due to slip, erosion and sinking down of the hill sides, failures occurred. 
In order to fill up those vacancies a nursery was maintained to raise seed- 
lings for transplanting. Cleaning and filling up vacancies were under- 
taken during the year and the cost incurred was Its. 1,478 (1,716) 
including j)ay of Mali. The fast growing species, such as pipli {Buckl/india 
popvlneo), litis (Alnus nepalensis) suar {BeUila spp.), khannkpa (Evodia 
spp.), malata (Macaravga spp.), etc., were tried and the result so far 
received were satisfactory. 
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The protective and punitive works were also undertaken and the expendi- 
ture incurred was Us. 2,410 (Its. 2,587) apart from tJie inaiiitenance of 
boundaries. 

Muli bamboo rliizomes and seeds were introduced in both the Develop- 
ment area and Dole])chan Slip area during the year with promising results. 

29. TTiider Development Schemes a few' projmsals for acquisition of land 
for the pury)ose of ahorestatioii have been submitted lo (government. 
Deiiding comidetion of acquisition ]>rocecdings ‘10 a(‘res of land were j)lauted 
up wutli tile consent of the land owmers in Nadia district. Tlie s]>ec,ies 
planted are minjiri (Ca.*i,s‘ia siamed), teak {Teciona (jrandis), sisu [Dalhcrgia 
hahul {Acacia arahica) and nini (Melia indica).

(a) Mainly natural. 

;i(t. Natural regeneration of sal (Shorca robasta) was practically absent 
during the year. Itcgcneratioii of miscellaneous species was noticed* in some 
places in the Tal])aiguri Division. Kliair {^Acaria catechu) and sissu 
(Dalbcryia sis.soo) seedlings w'ere seen coming Uj> in •silted river beds Sjicci al- 
ly w'herc there are thick “kiish” grass. 

(h) Mainly artificial. 

81. There w’as no change in tlic juain method of regejjeration wdiich 
continued to be clear-fell ijig follow'ed by artificial restocking.

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The increase under timber and golpatta was due to increased facilities 
for transport than those in the previous year. 

The increase under fuel was due to more demand for charcoal and fire- 
wood owiupr to scarcity of coal specially in the Darjeeling and Jalpaiguri 
districts. 

The decrease in (]iiantity of bamboos sold was due to less demand. The 
increase in value was due to enhancement of the scheduled rate of royalty 
with efi'ec.t from the 1st January 1948.

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37. Siliguri Sawmill. — ^The mill continued to work satisfactorily 
during the year in that its working resulted in a net profit of Rs. 3,33,408-2-9 
against Rs. 2,43,210-12-11 in 1940-47, Rs. 2,55,878-10-8 in 1945-46, 
Rs. 1,40,036-1-6 in 1944-45, Rs. 1,10,467-0-7 in 194?l--44, Rs. 25,976-5-2 
in 1942-43 and Rs. 19,304-9-3 in 1941-42. The increase in profit was due 
to increased rate of saw^n timber sold from the mill. The cost of produc- 
tion went up from jl'lO aiiiias per c.ft. in 1946-47 to 13*76 annas in 1947- 
48 mainly due to rise in the cost of extraction of timber. 

The mill w’as run as economically as possible and practically without 
any breakdown. It was, however, necessary to keep it closed for 45 days in 
the rainy season for want of logs which could not he brought to the mill 
from forests due to heavy rains and to difficulty in obtaining carts and 
railway trucks for iran-s])ort. 

The total outturn of saw’ii timber from the mill was 171,986;! 9 c.ft. 
(184,193 c.ft.) and the loss in conversion was 2397 p(?r cent. (2():43 per 
cent.). The decrease in wastage was due to tlie logs being sawn into all 
])ossible utilisable sizes. 

The (dosing stock of sawn timber on the 31st March 1948 stood at 
71,745-68 c.ft. (53,811 (^.ft.). The increase in llie closing stock is due to 
])rogressive restrictions im])osed on railw-ay transport of timber from Siliguri 
almost since the partilion of Bengal.

CHAPTER VI— RESEARCH AND EXPERIMENTS. 

Silviculture, 

48. (1) General ■ — The ycAir’s work was curried out in accordance 
with the (piinquennial programme sanctioned for tJie i)criod — A])ril 1!)45 
to March 1950. 

Conse(|uent on the partition of Bengal, the (yhittagong, the Chittagong 
Hill Tmets, the Hacca-Mymensingh and the greater part of the Snndarhaiis 
Forest Division were lost to the Indian Union by transfei* to the Pakistan 
Dominion on August 15th, 1947. After the partition, the activities of the 
Silvicultural Divisions were extended to the dry and highly erotled 
western belt bordering Bihar and Orissa. 

49. (2) Experimental Silviculture.— (I) (7V"ncm/.-~h:x]>eriments on, ih** 
natural regeneration of sal {Shorea rohvsia) were continued in different 
types of forests in 13 Kxperimental IMuts. .‘12 Sum])le Plots, 2 Diaiiieier 
Increment PI(»is and 7 liiriear Sample Plots were remeasured, while the 
surroniid'S of 36 Sample IMots, 2 Diameter Increment Plots, 22 Preservalion 
Plots and 8 Linear Sample Plots were laid out during the year. 

One new Sainjile ]*lot to study the volume iiuTemeiit and development 
of rfwehc hainesmun (anf/are), one new Experimental Plot to study the 
growth of the existing rej>roduction and ]>rogress of reciruitment in littoral 
forest and four temporary Sample Plots for one year only for the deter- 
mination of the volume outUirn of firewood in 5 and 8 year old sal coi)pi»je 
coupes, were laid out during the year. Experiments were continued in 
the nurseries and gardens at Takdah and Sukna while one new nursery and 
garden was opened at Arabari in the Midiiapore Division. 

(II) Natural Regeuerdtion. — (A) Sal {Shorea Kohusta) Forests . — 
Experiments with the natural regeneration of sal {Shorea robusta) forests 
of various types were continued and no new^ experiments were undertaken. 
All the experimental plots could not be treated accending to [)rescriptions 
for w^ant of staff and labour during the w^ar and in conseiiuence most of 
them suffered a set-back, and an invasion of evergreen species resulted to 
the detriment of the sal (SJwrea robusta) reproduction. The jilots started 
showing a slight imnrovemcnt from 1946-47 with the improvement in the 
]iosition of staff and labour. In spite of the set-hack suffered, a satisfactory 
percentage of young reproduction exists and it can he confidently expected 
that the young seecilings will soon get established provided a continuity in 
the treatment is maintained. 

The Divisional experiments have proved (luite successful and the 
seedlings have become established with the gradual opening up of the 
canopy and rains- w^eeding combined with fire protection. 
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At Sukna in the Kiirseong Division a 24-a(ire plot has become fully 
stocked with natural (Shtrrea rohusUi)) and ioOfi {('edrela toona). Last 
winter the crop was given a “O’* grade thinning at its 10th year. 

The experiments in progress in the Bhabar tract at Raimatong in the 
Buxa Division continued to show ]>romise. 

(B) Rirerain ForesU. — No experiments were in progress in this type of 
forcat, and no fresh ones were taken up. 

(C) Tidal Forv.^t.^. — An Exi)eri mental Plot of 10 acres was laid out 
during the* year on a mud-bank in the -sea (*oasi at Alamimr in tlie Midnapore 
Division to study the progress of rerTuitinent and the growth of existing 
voung re])roduction of littoral species, mostly ulutr haen (Arimitiia alha) 
and ifonm (Cn-ops r(t,vhvr(jlnaiut) with a s[>nnkliiig of gcnwa (Kxcn^rarui 
a(faliorha) and hcora {Sonaeratia aprtala). Tlic area is exposed to heavy 
grazing by cattle and in consecpience the seedlings do not get a chance to 
shoot u]). Nothing more than partial results may be expected as it k 
hardly possible to provide the seedlings with an elt'ective protection against 
cattle. 

(D) Assisted Nafuiytl Regeneration. — Experiments with broadcasting 
ot seeds of various tast-growiiig (mainly firewood) s])e(‘ies in fuel c()])])i<‘e 
c.oupas followed by rains-woediug showed satisfmdory results where timely 
and intensive churnings could be given. 

Ex]»erimen1s witli the broad»*asting of sissu {J)alhergia fiissoo) seeds on 
sandy river beds inid on the newly fonued sandbanks in the Jalpaiguri 
Division failed to show any satisfactory results. 

(Ill) Seeds, — 'I’he year under report was a good seed year for both ay/7 
(*S7/orm r(fhvsta) and miscellaneous species. 

(FV) [V'ltrseri/ <tnd (tardea 1I7>/*/'. — Relative tests were carried out while 
the relalive suitability of shaded and unsbaded beds, the relative merit/s 
(d* direct sowing, uf planting out in the rains and in winter and of stump- 
pbuiiing for both indigenous and exotic siu'cies were under routine investi- 
gation in the silvicultural nurseries and gardens both at Takdah and at 
Sukna. 

(V) Artificial Regeneration. — (A) Wet Plains Sal {Shorea rnhuMa) 
Forviil.'i (Kastern Terai Tgpe). — (1) Plantation-grown sal iShorea rolmsta) 
continued t(» do very well in all the Sal Divisions o(‘ Northern Beiigal 
and specially on well-drained soils. 

The infestation of loranfhns (‘ouliinied in a large number of the older 
])lantations of the dalpaiguri Division, but it was not on a similar scale 
in the older sal (>S7/o/yv/ rohasta) plantations of 'itluT Divisions. 

(2) Jar at {Lagersiroemia flos-reginae) continued to be regarded as the 
b(*st timber s])eeies for restocking the low-lying and water-lodged areas. 
Teak {Tectona grand is\ was tried with success, though on a small s(*ale, in 
the drier ty])es of sal {Shorea rohasta) forest. 

(•») Softwood species, viz., pitali {f reiria and i flora) and snnal {(Jossam- 
pinus natlaharlrus) in admixture with lasani {Dysaxgla m spp.) as an 
auxiliary species on comparatively better-drained soils and kadam {Antho- 
eephalvs indints) on worse-drained soils continued to bo used su(‘eessfully 
in the Buxa Division in re])lacing tlie wet mixed sal {Shorea rohasta) 
forests of extremely poor qualities. 

(B) Upper Middle and Loire r Hill Forests of the Darjeeling distriet . — 
(//) Upper Hill Forests ((1,000' to 8,000' altitude). — Larix leptolepis, Abuts 
incana, Pinus thunhargii. Thuja plicatn were among the exotics whidi w'ere 
showing promise at Ramam (altitude 7,958' and average rainfall 80 inches). 
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Cvprcasm spp. continued to do very well in the 1939 plantation at 
Batasi. Stump-plantintf of local oaks {Quercus llneata and Quercua 
lomellom) proved a failure here owing to a heavy incidence of frost. 

(h) Middle Hill Forests (from 3,00(V to (>,000' altitude). — Oakei^ 
(Qui'rrvs Iwmellom and Cjuercus Uneata), bajrant (Qvcvcus semuerraJta), 
champ (M idielia e^rcclsa), kapasi. (Acer campheUu)^ kawla (Machilns spp.), 
toon {Cedrelu fchnfvga) and panisaj (Tenninaliu niyriocarpa) sown direct 
ill interrupted contour ledges succeeded very well. 

(c) Lower Hill Forests (500' to 3,000). — Teak {Tectonn grandls) (jou- 
tinued to show very good rovsults in the Tisia Valley Forests of the 
Kurseong and Darjeeling Divisions; 

(VI) Reclannafion and Afforesfation. — {a) Mahita [Macaranga pusttdaUi) 
and Lcpvha kawla {Mcchilus gammieana) sown broadcast in 1940 at the 
Dolejichan slip anil the Development area at an altitude of 4,000' to 
5,000' in the Kalimpong Division were doing well and had shown fairly 
rajiid growth. 

JJakain (Melia azed<mwk), k/uiiuikpa {Evodin fra^rhiifolia)^ cherry 
(Frvmi.^ ccrasod^s) sown direid, at stake in the Development area gave a 
good germination per cent., and the seedlings were doing well at the close 
of the year. 

Mull bamboo {Melorarnna. bamhusoides) of Chittagong origin raised 
from seeds during June 1947 had attained an average height of 4 feet in JO 
months and were liealthy and vigorous. 

(b) Afforestation of waste lands and the prevention of soil erosion in the 
Midnapore district. — Seeds of Melia (Mzadiracktay Shoren robnsta, Cassia 
siavieay Aca^do arahica^ Fongamm glabra, Alhizzia lebhck and Enterolo- 
hlum samcin were sown direct in one foot contour line over 40 acres on the 
crest of folds and in 10 feet contour lines over 355 jnues on the trough of 
folds at Arabari with an altitude of 170' and a rainfall of 56". The hard 
crust of the soil w’as broken in lines before the seeds were eown and the 
plants (‘aine up very well, but as no protection against cattle could be 
afforded the damage from browsing was very considerable, but the species 
used being all hardy to the factors of the locality the survival per (‘cut. at 
the close of the year was quite satiefantory. 

Arrangements were being made at the close of tlie year to provide the 
1948 ])lantation area with a ditch fenc^e and a series of shallow^ contour 
drains to cdieck erosion from surface drainage and fj>rce the rain water to 
|)ercolate into the soil. The distance betw^een these rnnitour trenches will 
be in the inverse relation with the degree of gradient of tlie sloj)es. 

(c) Afforestation of semi-consolidated sand dunes at Digha on the beach 
in the Midnapore Division. — Nursery-raised seedlings of Casuarina equise^ 
tifolia, Araria. monilifomni.^, AnacardUun occidcntnle and Calophgllu'fn 
inophglJavi were planUjd out successfully on the pure sand hills. Water- 
ing W'as fouml essential. Casuarina eqnlsetifolia and Acacia vicmilffortriis 
proved very successful. 

(VTT) Thinning . — Thinnings continued to be carried out according to 
the prescrij)tions laid dow’n in Working Ilians. 

iVlIl) Mi.cturc.^ in Phmtafions.—Hilxivxiltnm] and Divisional experi- 
ments were continued.

— As usual, specimens of doubtful 
and unknowui plants continued to be sent to the Forest Botanist, Dehra 
Dun, and the Curators of the local Herbariums for identification. 
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?yrest Entomology . — K frraveyard teat for the deterniinatioD of vulner- 
ability to termite attack was made at Sukna in the Kiirseon^ IJi vision with 
planks of Cryptmnenn japonica^ Cedrela toona, Sierculia rillosa^ Bovihax 
malalHiricum and Adina corodifoliau In apite of heavy rains all the speciea 
were fyradually aitacked within <1 weeks. Cryptomcria siK.cinnbed first and 
was attacked at the end of the first week. 

Forest puhliriiy . — A iH'f^inuing’ was made v/itli the effort to enli<;^hteii 
the j^eneral publie on the utility of forests and its clfect on climate, rain- 
fall, flood and soil erosion. 

To en(^oura*»-e villai^ers to ^row more trees o0,0()0 nursery-raised seed- 
lings of (Umiafina equisetifolia , Kvgcnin spp.y Acnda moniliformis and 
Alhizzia h'hbek were distributed free to the public* from tlie Contai nursery 
of the Midnapore Division, 

50. fd) Working Plans and Statistics. — (1) Working Plans.-

The systematic inv<*stigations in c^onneetion with the best ])ossil>lo 
utility of forest }>rocluets were undertaken as usual with (be Forest 
Itesearcb Institute. Brinci])ally tbe testing of timl>er to find out ilie 
Kuiiability for various requirements sueb as manufacture of Shuttles, 
Textile and ,Iute !Mill Accessories, Bobbins, Plywood a.nd Agricultural 
Inijdeinenis were undertaken as and when require. 

During the year under rejmrt the question of testing of Criipiomerm 
for pa])er pulp was taken up with the Forest Research Institute and 
(^)lleges, Dehra Dun, hut no definite test could be made during the year 
for want of fresh samjiles of wood. As tliis timber forms a jairt of the 
most important ones in Darjeeling Hills we should try our to make a 
thorough experiment as regards making the best us(* of the timber in ques- 
tion. The luattt^r is still lying pending witli tlie liesearch Institute. A 
(question was also raised during the y^ear as to oring out this timber in 
tile market as a substitute for box jdunking limber in the Calcutta market. 

The demand of boxwood species in Calcutta is so liigh that practically 
any kind of soft timber will find a good market on ihis account. Fft'orts 
arc being made to bring the hitherto unknown or uimtilisablo siiecies in tbe 
market. 

Tlie demand for bobbin wood and jdywood is also very acute in Calcutta 
and (itlier parts of the province. It has beim noticed that amongst other 
sp<M*ies halicra {Tvrniiitalia helerlca) and avirn {Spnndim manpefera) are 
hi'iiig used as plywood. Consequent-! y efforts are also being made to bring 
many similar species into the market for use as ])lywood and bobbin wood. 

During the war there has been a ireineiidniis eonsumption of miscel- 
laneous softwood timber even from village forests and as a result there 
has been a timber famine everywiiere. f)n the other liand along with the 
jfevelo])ment of local industries of plywood, box planking, match wood 
and bobbin wood it has been felt that majority of the *‘Kukat’^ timber 
which were neglected in the past in our forests will find a better market 
and that we should eudeavour to bring them out to float in tbe timber 
market to help the above industries. 

Tlie following timl>er8 tliat were sent to the Utilisation Officer, Forest 
Research Institute, Dehra Dun, for testing their suitability for various 
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kinds of mill accessories, viz., Shuttles, Bobbins, Picking Sticks, etc., have 
not yet been tested. The Institute has, however, been requested to take up 
the investigation as soon as possible: — 

(al Chukrasia tahularis (ChiJcrassi), 

(6) Gmelina- abrorea {GamaH), 

(c) Sonnertia apetala (keora). 

The proposal for the establishment of a minor forest product branch 
of the Utilisation Division has been i3ending since 1945 and it has not yet 
been finally approved by G-overnment. The establishment of this branch 
is of vital iinportance to develop the industries by the improvement of the 
existing resources of minor forest products. 

During the laler ])art. of the year under revi(?w there has heen a historic 
exhibition in the name of All-India K*\hibition in Calcutta. This 
Directorate took im aetivc part and erected a stall with most api)reciahle 
exhibits with a view to educate the country as to the best use of forest 
wealth. It was very successful. 

The demand for tinihcr from the Ordnance factories, Engineering 
l)cf>ar1ment, viz., (!ominuuications and Buildings and Irrigation and 
Waterways and (/ivil Coiisimiers including District Boards and Muuicipali- 
1i(‘s becaiiie liigh in connection with the j)Ost-war rec-on si ruction schemes. 
In consecjiience, the incu-eased activities of the Utilisation Division 
continued as usual. 

In addition to the normal activities of this Division the control of 
lyiovement of timber by rail remained as one of the important activities of 
this Division and continued till ilie end of the year. 

CHAPTER VII— ADMINISTRATION.
